SHORTEST ROUTE FROM 
EDMONTON TO VANCOUVER 


New Road Will Open Many 
Towns and Summer 


Resort, 
The Canadian Northern main line, 
giving Edmonton a direct route to 
Vancouver through the mountains 


west of the city will be connected up 
this fall, by which time Edmonton will 
have three transcontinental railways 
elving connection with the Atlantic 
and Pacific seaboards, The steel on 
the main line west from Edmonton is 
now at Alpland, and the engineers 
building from the Vancouver end have 
about 70 miles of steel to lay along 
the line graded through the valley of 
the North Thompson river. When 
completed the Canadian Northern line 
will give the shortest and most direct 
route between Edmonton and Vancou- 
ver, Only a small amount of grading 
still remains to be completed on the 
main line, The steel is being put on 
the big bridge over the Atbebasca 
river, The line will be* ballasted as 
far as possible this summer, so that 
when the steel Is connected up this fall 
very little work will be required before 
the line is put into operation. This 
announcement was made to the Capital 
today by A, C, Fraser, district engin- 
eer of the C.NLR, : : 
New Summer Resort. 

This summer by about June the en- 
kineering department of the C.N.R. 
will turn over the section between Ed- 
monton and Tollerton to the operating 
department. In addition to opening up 
u large amount of new country west 
of Edmonton, and giving railway facil- 
{ties to the number of new towns 
Which have been springing up along 
the line, a new summer resort for Ed- 
monton people will be provided at Lac 
St. Anne, where a number of Edmon- 
ton people are already planning to 
erect summer cottages, Lac Ste, Anne 
has a fine beach of white sand close 
to the town and railway station, and 
Will no doubt prove a very popular re- 
sort. 

Resume Steel Laying. 

Steel laying will be resumed on the 
main line of the Canadian Northern 
shortly and on the Peace River branch 
in about six weeks. The Peace River 
branch leaves the main line at Onoway 
tind steel has beeen laid as far as the 
Pembina river, Grading on this branch 
has been carried beyond the McLeod 
river, The Brazenu branch of the Bra- 
zeau coal fields is now completed, ex- 
cept for a small amount of ballasting, 
and coal is being hauled out. A regu- 
lar passenger train will probaly be put 
on during the summer, The line from 
Edmonton through Camrose to Calgary 
and the Saskatoon-Calgary line were 
both put into operation this winter, On 
the Hne continuing from Camrose 
southeasterly, about sixty miles of 
krading has been done. The right-of- 
way for the Oliver northeasterly line 
has been cleared for about fifty miles 
and some fifteen miles of grading has 
been done. A start has also been 
made on the line from Bruderheim to 
Vermilion, which will subsequently be 
extended to the boundary, 

259 Miles Built Last Year, 

During 1918 the Canadian Northern, 
out of 600 miles of new railway con- 
structed in Alberta, built 259 miles, 
Increasing the total mileage of the 
Canadian Northern in Alberta from 
$12 miles at December 31, 1912 to 1,171, 
It is not expected that the construc- 
tion program for this provinee will be 
so large this year, but a large amount 
of construction will be undertaken. 
Details of the construction program 
for 1914 are not yet settled, and will 
depend to a large extent upon the con- 
dition of the money markets.

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QUESTION: WHY IS A 
WEYERHAEUSER? 

Frederick Weyerhaeuser, timber baron, probably the richest man 
in the world, is dead and his immensely valuable estate, consisting 
of standing timber, is being parcelled among the heirs. : 

This timber, not so long ago, belonged to the people of United 
States. It was a part of the public domain. For a small considera- 
tion, United States handed the timber over to Weyerhaeuser. Weyer- 
haeuser’s wealth, ,therefore, arises out of an endowment conferred 
upon him by United States out of natural resources which were 
public property. The nearer these resources have remained to the 
ratural state in which they stood when the government conferred 
them upon Weyerhaeuser, the more valuable they are today. The fact 
that they had passed into Weyerhaeuser’s hands was in no sense 
responsible for the increase in the value of a standing tree. The 
value was given the timber by the fact that people who needed lum- 
ber came within the range of where the timber had grown under the 
auspices of nature. Had the timber remained public property this 
necessity for lumber would have occurred just the same. From 
limits retained in the public domain what lumber was needed could

tax, They have proven by the general excellence of the adminis- 
{rations of the various municipalities that the broad franchise which 
characterizes Alberta municipal affairs is a source of safety rather 
than of danger, as was so long contended, and they have proven 
by the completeness with which the peoples of all nations have 
heen assimilated into the city life of Alberta’s largest cities that 
another bogey—the bogey of the foreign element—has no substance 
except where it rests upon a background of immutably hard condi- 
tions. 

That the subjects which the mayors came to discuss with the 
government will receive consideration at the hands of the cabinet, 
and that the solution will be one which will meet with the general 
approval of the mayors, goes without saying. They represent 
altogether too large an interest for the outcome to be other.

TODAY IN DOMINION | 
HISTORY, 


John Winslow, the colonial soldier 
who was in charge of the removal of 
the Acadians, died in Hingham, Mass, 
140 years ago today, He was born 
in Plymouth, Mass, in 1702. His 
sreat-grandfather, Edward Winslow, 
a Mayflower emigrant and governor 
of Plymouth Colony, and his grand- 
father, Josiah Winslow, was the first 
New England born governor and gen- 
eral in chief of the colonial military 
forces, John Winslow was captain 
of the Boston company in the ex- 
pedition against Cuba and later in life 
was a major-general in the expedition 
against the French and chief justice 
of the court of common pleas for 
Plymouth county, but his fame rests 
principally upon the part the play- 
ed in that dramatic and pathetic ex- 
odus of the Acadians immortalized by 
Longfellow. When Col. Lawrence, 
governor of Nova Scotia, decided in 
1765 that the rebellious Acadians must 
choose between British allegiance and 
foreign exile, the Acadians chose the 
William Shirley was 
then commander in chief of all the 
British forces in North America, and 
to him Col. Lawrence appealed for a 
force to carry out the transportation 
of the Acadians, Col, Winslow was 
placed in command of the New Eng- 
land troops dispatched to Nova Scotia 
and supervised the tragic operation of 
separating a people from the soil on 
which they had been born, The ar- 
rangements, made with secrecy and 
sternness, were suddenly put into ex- 
ecution and thoroughly and rapidly 
carried to conclusion, Within a few 
months, in that historic summer of 
1755, Col. Winslow and his men dis- 
patched over 6,000 Acadians from An- 
napolis, Chignecto, Minas and Pizi- 
,auld to various places in the British 
possessions to the south, and a few to 
England and the West Indies, Such 
a sudden exodus was naturally accom- 
panied by much of hardship and suf- 
fering but Col. Winslow and his men 
were as kindly as circumstances would 
permit, and made every effort to pre- 
vent the separation of families, e

Mr. Rosevear states that the town- 
site of Stuart will be put on the mar- 
ket about the middle of May, and as It 
considered one of the best of the G.T.P, 
townsites, foresees a great rush of 
settlers and investors in and around 
there. In telling of the ceremony of 
driving the last spike on the G.T.P, 
on the 6th of April, he states that it 
was the most impressive sight he has 
ever seen, Arriving in the morning 
on board the private car, the railroad 


officials were met by the Smithers 
board of trade, who presented them 
with buttons, upon which was the 


motto, “5,000 people in 1915" He says 
they are the greatest boosters in the 
west. 

When they arrived at Fort Fraser 
the steel was still one mile apart, and 
at the center of this distance was 
hoisted with great ceremony a British 
flag. Then the work of bringing’ the 
two steel bands together began, and 
the gangs worked like demons to get 
to the flag first. Many wagers were 
made on the result. People flocked 
from everywhere to see the last spike 
driven, Over the hills they came, On 
foot, on horseback, and in carts. Half- 
breeds, Indians and white people all 
flocked from their homes many miles 
to witness the event they had been 
hoping for for many months and years, 
Over 1,600 people were present when 
the steel ribbons met, and the last 
spike driven, The driving of the 
“golden spike” has been postponed un- 
tll the summer, 

At Willow River there-is belng built 
at present and -soon to be completed 
the Jargest sawmill outside of Van- 
couver, A, C, Frost of Chicago is the 
man behind the concern, and has in- 
vested a quarter milion dollars in it. 
It will be in operation April 80. Such 
undertakings as these, along with the 
interests of the G.T.P., are bound to 
make Willow River and Stuart River 
two of the best new towns of British 
Columbia. Mr, Hartford will leave to- 
night over the G.T.P. for his future 
western home, 


ASSERT THERE IS - 
GAS WITHIN FIVE 
MILES OF EDMONTON 


Bosley Brothers of Brooks, Alberta 
in a communication to the city com- 
missioners stating that they have a 
proposition to put before the civic 
authorities whereby the city can own 
{ts wells and have an abundant sup- 
ply of gas at a small expense. It would 
only have to be piped for five miles 
to the center of the city.

GAUTHIER ACQUITTED 
ON PERJURY CHARGE; 
ALL JUSTICES CONCUR 


Full acquittal and exoneration from 
the charge of perjury preferred against 
him was given John A. Gauthier, a 
well known business man of this city, 
by Mr. Justice Stuart today. 

His lordship said the course he was 
taking was concurred in by all his 
brother judges, including Chief Justice 
Harvey, by whom the accused was 
committed for trial.

B, Cogswell prosecuted.
